JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 3lst Dec. The Pacific mail 
with dates to 23rd was received on 12th, being 27 days en route 
from San Francisco, the detention being probably due to snow on 
the line. 

The Russian frigates Svetlana and the Vitiaz arrived at Hako- 
dadi. The Grand Duke Alexis landed, and was received by the 
Japanese authorities in a house fitted up expressly for him ad- 
joining the Zoiningie Temple. The Consuls were all presented 
to him, and on the 7th they and the Japanese authorities were 
entertained by his Imperial Highness on board the Svelana. On 
the 8th the two vessels left for Viadivostock. The Grand Duke 
made handsome presents to the Japanese authorities for the poor 
of Hakodadi as well as the Russian Mission, and made suitable 
acknowledgments to the Governor and all those brought into 
contact with him. To M. Olarovsky, the Russian Consul, he pre- 
sented a ring bearing his monogram in brilliants. 

H.M. the Mikado visited the exhibition of products and manu- 
factures which sre .to be sent to the Vienna Exhibition next year. 
He was received in State, and, after passing through the Exhibi- 
tion, retired to a private room, where a variety of photographs 
were shown to him. He then returned to the castle. Later inthe 
day the Empress also visited the Exhibition. 











HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

The Hiogo News has the following :— 

We have been familiar during the past year with the shipment 
of large quantities of rice to Hong Kong for the China market, 
but it is something new to have to report the direct sending: of 
Japanese rice to England. That, however, is our duty to-day, as 
both the Coldinghame and the are loading that cereal 
for England. t us hope that this is only the beginning of a 
direct trade which will be permanent. 

Tu Japanese Government steamer Thabor arrived with the 
following passengers:—H. E. Okuma, Sangi; H. E. Yama, 
Taiyuu ; Ishimal, Denshin-no-Kami ; W. G. Cargill, Eeq., Director 


of Railways and Telegraphs ; and E. George, Esq., Ohief Super- 
intendent of Tilagraphs; whe axe now making a tour of inspece 
tion. 
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The party, accompanied by R. V. Boyle, Esq., Civil Engineer 
of Railways, and Kanda Kohei, proceeded to inspect the working 
of the telegraph at this station, and were met by Mr. W.Teale, 
the indefatigable engineer and superintendent of the line from 
here north-eastwards, who accompanied them to the office, where 
the whole of the arrangements were explained to them. The 
line was in splendid working order, and various messages were 
sent and received by different members of the party during the 
hour which the inspection occupiod, and we believe that, without 
exception, the visitors expressed themselves highly gratified with 
the success which had been achieved ; and one result, at least, of 
the visit, we venture to prophecy, will be renewed energy in 
pushing forward the completion of the additional wire through- 
out, the running of which is now in progress from four different 
points between here and Yedo alone, 

The value of the gold coms struck at the Mint from the com-

NAGASAKI. 

We learn upon good authority that the Government have de- 
cided to make a good and substantial road from Urakami, at the 
head of Nagasnki bay, to Tokitsz. This will be extremely satis- 
factory intelligence to both residents and visitors, as it will render 
life more enjoyable at this port. A road is also to be made ex- 
tending out to Mogi, which is a great desideratum, the traffic be- 
tween the places being very considerable. 

As might be expected, the introduction of the new Customs Re- 
gulations at this port has caused considerable inconvenience in 
the transaction of business. Notwithstanding this they might on 
the whole have been considered extremely satisfactory in their 
working, and would have left but little to complain of, had not 
their introduction been attended with very great restrictions in 
the facilities for landing and shipping cargo. 

Sundries per steamer Achilles, for London, despatched by Henry 
Gribble and Co. :—Tobacco, 1,321 bales; Tea, 2,797 packages ; 
Wax, 2,033 boxes ; Suadries, 25 tons. 

The contributions intended for exhibition at Vienna, furnished 
from the neighbouring districts to this port, were despatched to 
Yedo in a Government steamer a few days azo, to be transferred 
to the French inail steamer Phase. ‘The following is a list of the 
articles, in addition to the porcelain, which we announced a short 
time since as being in the course of preparation :— 

Mesima - Kobu, an excrescence growing on @ mulberry-tree, 
found in an island namod Mesima in the vicinity of Gotto, and 
used as a medicine. 

Various kinds of fossils from Hirado and the small islands ad- 
jacent ; including fossilised plants, flowers, fish, leaves, crabs, &c. 

White vegetable wax produced in the province of Simabara, 
and also wax in its unprepared state from the same place. 

Pearls from the province of Omura. 

The minerals embrace quicksilver and agate from the Islands 
of Hirado ; sulphurand alum from Simabara; and specimens of 
marble taken from the mountain Hokwasan, a short distance to 
the east of Nagasaki. 

Perhaps the two contributions of sharksfins, Kinhiri and Gin - 
hiri, the former having a brilliant gold appearance, and the 
latter that of silver, may interest naturalists as something re- 
markably curious. 

The list of sundries, too numerous to mention, consist of a 
collection of curios of almost every description supplied by Yeza- 
kiya Yeizo of Ima-uwono-machi; photographs of the town of 
Nagasaki and the villages adjacent taken by Uyeno-hikoma of 
Nakasima, an artist not unknown to fame, as most foreign visitors 
to this place have taken away specimens of his talent ; a set ef 
coffee cups, manufactured at Mikawachi in Hirado. 

A couple of specimens in the shape of a ham and some cigars 
of native manufacture are also in the list of contributions, and 
although simple articles they must be regarded as signs of pro- 
gress made by the natives,and a desire to adopt European customs. 








CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 3rd 
January ; the French mail, from London, November 8, arrived 
out on the 28th December; and the following P. and O, mail 
of November 15 on the 2nd January. The following items of 
news are from the Worth China Herald :— 

The even course of events has again been interrupted by the 
oocurrence of the New-Year holiday. 

The British ship Omba, which has been expected here for some 
time, made her appearance on the 27th December, after a passage 
of 164 days, a tenth portion of which was passed within sight of 
the small island after which the vessel is named. 

H. B. M. Curlew has left for the Loochoo Islands, with a Con- 
sular Interpreter on board, in quest of the Benares and her 
shipwrecked crew. The Benares left Cardiff February 6, and 
arrived at Hong Kong July 1; there loaded for San Francisco, 
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for which port she took her departure on the 12th of “ember. 
Hence we naturally conclude that the few obscure lines 
by H.B.M. Consul from the Loachoo Islands contain the sad truth 
of the loss of the good ship. Jutging. however, by the kind 
treatment received by the crew of the Viole, wrecked there in 
December 1870, we feel sanguine that the few survivors of the 
Benares will be well cared for until the arrival of relief and 
assistance.

The French mail brought amongst its passengers to this port 
two members of the Royal Family, their Serene Highnesse3 the 
Prinoes Philip aud Augustus (jun.) of Sixe Coburg and Gotha 
who have called fn here on their way to Japan. It is siacerely 
to be Hide that there was no warning giveo of the approach 
of such distinguished visitors, and that their stay is likely to beso 
brief. Shanghai would have been glad to show its devotion to 
Hor Majesty, and its appreciation of the honour done to the Set- 
tlement, by giving the Princes a suitable public reception, and 
individual hospitality would, we feel certain, have been liberally 
placed at their disposal. As it is, we can only offer their High - 
nesses a brief welcome, and express the hope that the cursory 
view which they can at best have of this part of China may leave 
a favourable impression on (heir minds. 

Paper hunting formed the principal public amusement of 
Christmas Day. The members of the S.P.H.C. assembled in con- 
siderable numbers at three o’clock, for aride from the Hermitage, 
finishing near the Sikawei-road beyond the Bubbling Well, and 
enjoyed a fast, if somewhat uneventful, run, which in about 
thirty-five minutes resulted in Mr. Dunn on Greenhorn heading 
the “light bobs,” and Mr. Lowe on the good Sir Launcelot se- 
curing the post of honour among the heavies. 

A correspondent sends us a copy of a Chinese notice posted up 
in @ yamen in a neighbouring province. The document purports 
to inform people that a slab of stone was found in Honan, in a 
miraculous opening of the earth, where black rice was also found 
growing-—an ominous sign—and that on this wonderful stone 
were engraven four verses, which are transcribed. Five foreign 
nations, it is stated, will make war on China, and people ought to 
make preparations for resistance. The motive of the whole produc- 
tion is plainly that of exciting the Chinese people against foreigners, 
and the fact of the paper being placed in a yamen, and also on 
the wall of a temple, shows the official source of the placard. 
Our correspondent adds: “I don’t know whether it is a very 
recent production, or whether it is a copy of an old one, but it 
must have been quite recently published, or republished, in the 
present instance, and it is a sign of the times.” The appearance 
of the placard in question in Shanghai was, we believe, noticed a 
few months ago. 

We have received a copy of the Library Catalogue of the North 
China Branch of the Boye Asiatic Society, arranged and edited 
by Mr. Henri Cordier. Upon a cursory glance through its pages, 
we must congratulate the Society on having obtained such a 
well-digested guide to the treasures of its bookshelves. The hon. 
librarian appears to have spared no pains in thoroughly classi- 
fying the works, and has in most cases appended valuable notes 
for the assistance of the student. 

On the 10th December the U.S.S. Palos left Ningpo for Tinghai 
harbour, for a short cruise and gun exercise, intending to be 
away only one or two days, but unfortunately she was detained 
several, onaccount we are told of her getting ashore. We also 
hear she was obliged to take out all her guns, ammunition, and 
chains for the purpose of floating her off again, which was done 
after some time and a deal of trouble, The Palos had a Ningpo 
pilot on board at the time. 

From Tientsin we learn that the road-steamer has not yet been 
put to work, the last floods having in some places completely de- 
stroyed the road and bridges to Shensi-ku. Last spring this read 
would have suited very fairly, and have allowed the engine to go 
to Taku over the plain from Shensi-ku to Ko-ku, behind the towns, 
It is hoped that during the coming spring the favourable influ- 
ences now at work among some of the northern officials will result 
in some arrangement for the working of mines; and though the 
connection of Mr. McLeavy Brown’s recent departure for Kuro 
with an intention to establish a line of railway in the North is 

robably premature, the time is not far off when such a step will 
be takea. It is said that a Russian company is making errenge- 
ments for introducing a couple of large road-steamers iato Mon- 
golia, where they will no doubt pay weil. 





HONG KONG. Be 

Dates extend to the 9th Jan. The outward Frendh mail of 
Nov. 22 arrived on Jan. 2, The following items are from the 
China Mail :— 


At the meeting of the Legislative Osuncil, present, the Goe 
vernor, the honourables the Chief Justice, the Acting Colonial 
Secretary, the Attorney General, the Acting Colonial as UFer, 
Judge Ball, 0. May, Phineas Ryrie, H. Lowcock, W. H. Alexander 
and James Whittall, the Governor called upon Mr. Whittall to 
bring forward the motion of which he had given notice at the pre- 
vious meeting. Mr. Whittall began by remarking that the pro- 
position his motion dealt with was one so generally understood, 
and one the necessity of which was so universally admitted, that 
he need not take up the time of the Couacil by insisting upén 
the need of their entertaiaing it. His ohief surprise was that-no 
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measures had as yet been taken towards lighting the entrances to 
the port, the more so when he regarded the oe Oy made by the 
Japanese in similar matters. The*Chinese, too, had not been idle 
in the same direction. They had put up a great many lights on 
the coast and proposed to do more. Even Macao was well provi- 
ded with lighthouses, and he trusted that Hong Kong would no 
longer delay to join the march of progress. The scheme he 
had to propose was not utupian, and the strictest econo- 
mist could not object to it on the score of expense. The 
details also were simple. He proposed the erection of two light- 
houses, viz., on Waglan to the East, and Cow-e-chow to the West. 
To these he would like to add a third on the Ass’s Ears, but that 
did not come within the scope of his immediate proposition, 
though it might be taken into consideration afterwards. The 
only difficulty that might occur was the two islands first named 
being out of British jurisdiction; but that was a matter that 
could probably be settled by negotiation. The engineering as- 
ts of the undertaking offered no difficulties. He should be 
inclined to propose that the expenses be advanced out of what 
was known as the Special Fund—a fund raised from the vices of 
the Chinese—inasmuch as it would confer a vast benefit on na- 
tive trade without putting it to expense. It would also be for 
the benefit of the foreign trade generally. As to the cost, he 
estimated it at $25,000. Mr. Ryrie said a few words in support 
of Mr. Whittall’s remarks. 

The Attorney General wishedjto say a few words connected with 
the bearing of his own special department on this subject. He 
thought the community were! indebted to the hon. members who 
had introduced the motion. The idea had been already contem- 
plated by the Imperial Government, and the only question was 

. as to its necessity. After what had been said, no doubt could 
exist on that head. His own observations would relate to the 
bearing which the Merchant Shipping Act of 1855 had upon the 

roposal. This, he would observe, sanctioned the erection of 
ight-houses “at” or “near” British possessions, and the levy 
of dues on vessels of all nationalities to provide funds, fees thus 
obtained being remitted home. The Governor said he thought it 
might save discussion if he stated certain facts. He was greatly 
rejoiced that the motion had been brought forward, as it depended 
upon the community generally, so ably represented by the hon. 
member who had first spoken, to initiate and support such a scheme. 
He thought this and similar expenses should not and could not 
be met from the current revenue of the colony, and it was not 
equitable they should be. If they were, the taxation must be 
increased, and he did not see why the ratepayers of the present 
day should pay for permanent works for the benefit of residents 
many years hence. Now in such cases at homea loan was 
resorted to. There would be no difficulty in getting a loan. 
Plenty of money could alear be aes in colonies not half so 
well circumstanced as this. He would recommend a loan, anda 
sinking fund to meet it, so as to distribute the expense over the 
shoulders of those who came after them, and who ought to bear 
it. The community might count on the hearty support of the 
Government in this matter. Perhaps some other aataben present 
met have useful suggestions to make on the subject. 
he Ohief Justice suggested that the Attorney-General should 
frame an Ordinance embodying the provisions necessary to carry 
it out. There could be inserted all details as to the limit of ex- 
pense, the means of defraying it, d&c. This proposition being ac- 
cepted by the Council, Mr. Whittall, at the Governor’s suggestion, 
altered the terms of his motion as follows, seconded by Mr. Byrie: 
—‘That a necessity exists for the erection of two or more light- 
houses at the eastern and western entrances of Victoria Harbour.” 
This was carried unanimously. 

The Colonial Secretary asked a vote of $960 as additional salary 
to the Superintendent of the Civil Hospital. The salary was 
£300 per annum, but since 1868 the salary had been supple- 
mented by fees, such as for medical attendance at inquests and 
post morten examinations, which made it more than £500 per 
annum. His Excellency and this Council had already expressed 
against the principle of allowing an officer's salary to be supple- 
mented by fees, and it was thought advisable to give tho 
Superintendent th increase of £200 per annum ._ This proposi- 
tion had been approved of by the Secretary of State, who was 
now sending out a gentleman from England, giving him £450 at 
the beginning, with increase to £500 after three years’ service. 
The arrangement of the increase was being made when Dr. 
Young resigned, and the gentleman now temporarily discharging 
the dutie#*%as a military officer, and he drew at the rate of 
£500. The vote was agreed to, and the Council was adjourned.

SINGAPORE.

It is 
believed he alludes mainly to the Militia scheme, the outline of 
which was shadowed forth in a minute published some time back, 
and which H.E. seems to have set his heart upon saddling the 
community with before he leaves. The scheme is simply absurd 
in an ever-shifting mercantile community, and will meet with a 
vigorous opposition. There is a rumour that the measure will 
not be brought forward, and that owing to H.E’s. bad state of 
me the Connell will meet formally only, to be adjourned sine 

ve, 

It is reported that our next Governor is to be Mr. Musgrave, 
formerly Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia while it was a 
colony, and now at Natal. It is also reported that Colonel Ansoa 
will not return to Penang, and that Mr. Campbell will be confirmed 
as Lieutenant-Governor. Among minor changes, we may mention 
that Mr. A. W. V. Cousins, at present here on leaye,—who has 
been pitchforked into a dozen or more “acting ” appointments, 
from @ junior clerkship in the Audit-office to the Postmaster Ge- 
neralship or Control of Convicts—is, it is said, to be at last Post- 
master of Penang, the former incumbent of that office having 
been committed for trial on a charge of embezzlement. We hear, 
also, that the appointment of Mr. Plow—the Governor's Private 
Secretary and Clerk of Councils,—as Registrar-General under the 
Contagious Diseases Ordinance, has been refused confirmation by 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies. Tne offico of Master 
Attendant at Penang, temporarily vacant by the appointment of 
Captain Fox to the Lad of Deputy Master Attendant at Singa- 
pore, has:been filled by the appointment of Captain Lloyd, a 
merchant shipmaster—the most fitting selection we remember to 
have seen made here for a number of yerrs. 

Captain Bradbery, of the Colonial eteamer P/u'o, has been 
granted twelve months’ leave of absence. Tne Pluto will be com- 
manded during his absence by Mr. Welner, the chief officer. Mr. 
Welner has been relieved of the duties of harbour master at 
Penang by Captain Lloyd, a merchant shipmaster of long expe- 
rience. 

The “ Bentan” case has been discharged by the grand jury 
having thrown out the bill. Captain Barker is admitted to bail 
in $500, as we believe according to rule he cannot be discharged 
until the close of the session. 

The Supreme Court was occupied with the case of Captain Bur- 
rowes, charged with culpable homicide, in having caused the death 
of a Boyanese boatman named Kasim The witnesses for the 
prosecution, who were Boyanese, showed so strong an animus 
against the prisoner, and such an evident disregard for truth, that 
it was unnecessary to call all the witnesses for the defence. The 
case resulted in a verdict of acquittal of the prisoner. 

We understand the Danish Consul here, Mr. Padday, proposes 
to open a subscription list in aid of the sufferers in Denmark by 
the floods in December. 

By telegram we hear that Joshua has been tried and 
acquitted.

IMPORTS. 

Yorouama.—Basiness had been extremely limited, the result, pro 
bably, of a farther decline in native currency, and the alteration of 
the calendar. Both Grey Shirtings and Cotton Yarn were lower, 
and very little had been done either in them or in other, descriptions 
of Cottons, or in Woollen and Fancy Goods. Cloth alone had been in 
request, and large sales had been effected. The stock of Metals had 
become large, and there was very little inquiry. : 

Hioco-Osaka.—Cotton Yarn: Noa. 16-24 in less demand ; other 
counts neglected. Deliveries larger than usaal. Grey Shirtings had 
declined considerably, owing ‘to large importations, but had since re- 
covered. Taffachelass: Red patterns wanted. Other Cottons neglected, 
Woollens: Native merchants had worked off a large portion of their 
accumulated stock, but no larger business had been done, loeal 
currency having become of still lower value, their operations were 
thereby confined. Black Cloth continued in good demanc ; there were 
more deliveries, but prices were unsatisfactory.

1.65; 3,000 pieces 60 reeds (ordinary) at 
Tig. 1.78 to 1.85; 1,000 pieces Dewhurst’s best 60 reed at Tis. 1.95, 
and 7,000 pieces 64 reed Tle. 1.92 to 1.95. T-Clotha: Prices 
very irregular, and quotations to a great extent nominal. Drills: 
Speculative transactions to arrive reported, and there were 
more floating supplies offering on the market at low ratea—aay Tis. 
2.88 for passable 15-lba. English. Prices paid for immediate clearance 
had ranged between Tis. 2.85 and 2.93 for English. Dutch Drills sold 
as low as Tis. 2.78. Jeans: Low prices were attracting notice, and 
sales to extent of about 9,000 pieces at Tle. 2.00 to 2.10 were recorded. 
Fancy Cottons: Dyed Brocades and good Turkey Red Cambrics 
in some inquiry, and full prices paid for both. 22-inch Black Velvets 
offering freely at Tle. 0.28, but unsaleable. In other kinds nothing 
important had transpired. Woollens: Medium Cloths, Tis. 0.96 ; 
Spanish Stripes, Tle. 0.68 to 0.684; Long Ells, Tle 5.70 to 5.75 for 
common Scarlets, and Tis. 5.50 to 5.55 for fairly assorted H. H.; Eng- 
lish Camlets, Tls. 15.30 to 15.40; Lastings, Tls. 11 to12. Demand for 
Mediums stimulated by advices from Japan, and Lastings taken also for 
Japan. Inquiry for Long Ells and Camlets speculative, but part of the 
sales for consumption, and a considerable tales of the Spanish Stripes 
had gone into the interior. The Long Ell market was stronger at the 
close. Metals: Market for Lead and rae dull, but there was no pres- 
sure to make sales, and quotations had undergone no changes. Coals 
have heen in very little request, and sellers being more plentiful than 
buyers, rates must be quoted lower.

Woollens and Worsteds: Broad, Medium, 
and Habit Cloth all out of demand, as the season was over. Spanish 
Stripea slightly weaker, H.H. mark not in stock. Blankets quiet; 
12lbs. asked for, but 10lbs. neglected. Long Ells, Scarlet, no change ; 
Assorted rather better. Camlets firmer ag stocks were moderate. 
Lastings of good assortment had improved 25c. Crape Lastings a 
little stronger. Lustres steady. Metals: Nail Rods in small in- 
quiry, and as holders appeared anxious to realise, rates had declined 
15c. Bar Iron, although in small stock, had declined. Hoop was 
lower, owing to the cessation of the Japan demand.

THE STEAMER ‘‘ PRECURSOR.” 

The Gibraltar papers give the following aceount of the mutiny on 

board the Precursor :— 
An inquiry was going on at Gibraltar, before Captain Phillimore, 
RN, captain of the port, into a charge preferred by Captain Roper 
of the British steamer Precursor, against three of his seamen, Frede- 
rick Conradi, William Hurr, and Joseph Sanders, for mutinous con- 
duct on board that veasel, in the Bay of Biscay, on the 26th of Jan.; 
whilst Sandera made a cross charge against Captain Roper for having 
unlawfully shot at and wounded him with a revolver at the same 
time and place. According to Captain Roper’s evidence the Precursor 
was on her voyage trom London to Shanghai, and when in the Bay of 
Biscay a complaint waa made by some of the crew with regard to their 
provisions, they demanding certain things which were not in their 
articles. The captain having summoned them on deck refuced their 
demand, upon which some marmaring ensued, and the seaman Con- 
radi made a rush at the captain, but was stopped by the two mates 
and another seaman named Ross. Captain Roper then ordered Con- 
radi to be pat in irons, upon which Horr eaid, “ By God, if you put 
handcuffs on Conradi, you will have to iron us all.” The captain 
went into his cabin with the two mates and gave them each a revolver, 
with instructions not to fire unless he (the captain) did. Captain Roper 
then returned on deck and ordered Conradi tocome up. The man re- 
fused, and the captain, to show that he was in earnest, fired hia pistol 
at the ship’s side. Sanders at this moment came up, apparently to 
Conradi's assistance, and the captain fired at him to prevent him, hit- 
ting him above the knee of the left leg. Conradi, on this, gave him- 
self up and was put in irons. Captain Roper states that he had no 
intention of disabling the man for life, but that he merely wished to 
prevent him from going to the rescue. Sanders himeelf says that 
when he came forward it was to assist in ironing Conradi and not to 
reacue him. The statement of Captain Roper was corroborated by the 
evidence of Francis Rowe, the chief mate. After two or three hear- 
ings the case was again adjourned, Captain Roper being admitted to 
bail in the sum of 200 doubloons de Isabel, and the men remained in

» Captain Hoole left on Thursday by P. and 0. steamer Candia for 
Gibraltar, to take charge of the Precursor, in the event of Captain 
Roper being detained for trial. 


Coat mm Curva.—Mr. Akroyd has given notice that heintends to 

ask the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affuirs if his attention 
has been called to the statement from competent authorities that the 
coal fields of China cover an area of upwards of 400,000 square miles, 
as contrasted with the comparatively small area of 12,000 square 
miles in Great Britain; if his attention had been called to the Report 
of Baron von Richthofen, printed at Shanghai in 1870 and 1871, re- 
pecting certain coal-bearing provinces, notably that of Shomai, 
containing some 30,000 square miles with beds varying from twelve 
to thirty feet in thickness, while the system of coal-bearing strata in 
this province is about five hundred feet in thickness, containing be- 
sides an inexhaustible supply of iron ore (the whole report being 
amply set forth in the Quarterly Review for April, 1872) ; and whether 
her Majesty's Government would by concerted action and with the 
co-operation of the Treaty Powers who were parties to the Treaty of 
Tien-Tain, endeavour to negotiate 8 supplementary treaty to provide 
for the safe investment of British and Kuropean capital in mining 
enterprise and in connecting lines of railway under proper safeguards 
protected by the contracting Powers. 

Tue Navy Department of the Amcrican Government has been in- 
formed by Rear-Admiral Jenkins, commandiug on the Asiatic ste- 
tion, from, Singapore, Dec. 3, of the arrival at that port of the 
Colorado and Lackawanna, and of the transfer of his flag to the latter 
vessel, which would be the flag-ship of the station until the arrival of 
the Hartford. On Dec. 2 the Colorado sailed for New York, via the 
Cape of Good Hope, The Admiral’s intention was to sail froin Sin- 
gapore on the 6th of December for Penang and other places of interest in 
‘the Bay of Bengal, and, after visiting Calcutta, to go down the west 
side of the bay, visiting the English naval station at Trincomalee, or 
Galle, expecting to hear of the Hartford and Yantic. Thence he would 
endeavuur to visit Batavia, returning to the China coast via Bangkok, 
Saigon, and Manila, and he hoped to reach Hong Kong by the Ist of 
April, -The prevailing monsoon would prevent, or render very difficult. 
a return to Hong Kong before that date. 

Tas Eastern Telegraph Company have issued a cireular showing for 
the month of January the latest dates of messages received from India, 
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China, Australia, &c. From this, it appears that the average time 
from Bombay was 2 hours 4 minutes, from Calcutta 3 hours 10 minutes, 
and from Hong Kong 4 hours 80 minutes, showing that the cables cone 
tinue working with uniform speed and efficient regularity. The cir- 
cular also states that by the official returns of the Indian Government 
melegrep® Department, the mean of the “ latest dates” reports for the 
year ending Slat October, 1372, for outward messages, via Falmouth, 
was to Bombay 2 hours 89 minutes and to Calcutta 5 hours 19 minutes. 

Tus Burmese Embassy took their departure on Thursday for Calais. 
They were entertained at the Lord Warden, Dover, by Government 
officials. The Ambassadors left Dover next morning for Calais, en 
route for Paris. They were escorted from the Lord Warden Hotel to 
the packet by Captain Bruce, RN., Admiralty Superintendent, and 
the officers of the garrison. The Mayor and a large number of mem- 
bers of the corporation took part in the procession. On the steamer 
leaving a salute of twenty guns was fired from the Castle.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrespay, Fes. 12. 

Rumours now ssy that the Second Chamber will meet on the 25th 
inst. bat this cannot be certain, as the section-report about the Reform 
Bill has not yet been published. It is said, however, that it is quite 
ready, and that the reporters only wait for replies from Ministers 
to some questions put to them. I need not add that the public waits 
most anxiously for this report, which may be considered as the ‘‘ to be 
or not to be” of this important measure. In scveral towns meetings 
have been held in order to allow the public to give their opinion upon 
the Bill, and it is with much regret that I am obliged to state that 
much dissension prevails. The measure is much applauded by some, 
but there are others who condemn the atep as “a leap in the dark,” 
which muat eventually lead to placing the reins of government in 
the hands of the Clerical pew Another important Bill ja that of 
the Minister of the War Department, regarding the promotion, re- 
tirement, and pensioning of the officers of the army and the navy. 
This Bill will abolish many absurd stipulations which now exist with 
regard to the marriage of officers, but I regret that the Government 
has not done away entirely with the system which permits military 
authority to meddle with affuira which have nothing to do with the 
service. Perhaps on thig point the Chamber will prove more radical 
than the Minister. 

It seems that several members of the Second Chamber are averse 
to becoming candidates at the elections in June next. The following 

ntlemen will retire: Messra. Westerhoff, van Voorthayaen, Hoffinan, 
Danbar, Ratgers, and von Akerlaken. Several of tuem are very old 
men, which may well be a cause for their quitting their posts, but 
that the younger members should follow their example is less 
explicable. An election will take place in the district of Sneek, Mr. 
Maens being. sppuinies Inspector of Lower Class Elucatioa in the 
province of Utrecht. - 

The Commission appointed io examine the question whether it is 
desirable to re-introduce the gold coinage has published its report. 
It is very voluminous, and contains about eighty pages. The conclu- 
sion is that it is thought desirable to introduce the gold and silver 
coins at home, and in Java only silver. 

T hear that a new English Company will shortly be established, to

A quiet tone has prevailed in business generally, and Coffee has ex- 
hibited legs activity, although prices continue to be well aupported, 
bat the approach of the Trading Company's first public aale, which is 
to be held to-morrow week, causea buyers to evince more reserved- 
ness.

THE MILDEW IN PIECE-GOODS. 

Tae letter which the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce 
has addressed to that of Manchester, on the subject of mil- 
dew in Piece-goods, is a very exhaustive and convincing 
document. It has, however, two very obvious faults—it is 
a great deal too lengthy, and it is not nearly strong enough. 
Twenty lines, instead of two hundred, would have sufficed 
to expose the suicidal policy of the manufacturers who up- 
hold the present system of adulteration, by the excessive 
admixture of size with the cotton. The allegations are so 
forcible in their simplicity that their effect is merely 
weakened by the number of words expended on the explana- 
tion of them ; and the one great fact in which they oul- 
minate—namely, that Manchester is deliberately permitting 
an unworthy section of her Chamber to throw the trade 
into the hands of native manufacturers—speaks for iteelf. 
Notwithstanding all that we have heard of this atrocious 
scandal, and however shocked every right-thinking man 
must be at the dreary jocularity of the apologists for Mr. 
Srenoe’s “Caveat emptor” system, we were certainly not 
prepared for the astounding statistics of the Shanghai 
Chamber's letter. It is there shown that not less than 75 
per cent. of the grey shirtings and T-cloths received from 
Manchester are “unmerchantable as sound goods.” Although 
the outer coverings of canvas, and the inner ones of paper, 
remain in perfectly good condition, a process of fermentation 
goes on within the bales—solely attributable to the noxious 
ingredients in the cloth. This is proved by the fact that the 
temperature inside the bales is not less than ten degrees 
Fahrenheit higher than in the holds—even the worst venti- 
lated holds. This fermentation causes black and yellow 
spots, and general rottenness. One consequence of this is 
that native buyers now refuse to purchase Piece-goods unless 
the bales are opened before their eyes. This is not only a 
reproach to the honour of Manchester manufacturers, but a 
source of expense—which, of course, recoils on the defaulters 
—in the necessity for re-packing the bales before they can 
be sent up country. Such general withdrawal of confidence 
on the part of the Chinese naturally leads to the depreciation 


of even “sound goods”—and thus Manchester is direotly in- } 


creasing the demand for “the more durable native manu- 
“ factures, with which, even under favourable circumstances, 
“ it is difficult for the merchants to compete.” 

These last words are the pith of the Shanghai Chamber's 
letter; and they are so significant as to leave no doubt that 
only two alternatives remain for those manufacturers who 
are determined to redeem the reputation of Manchester and 
uphold their own, and to preserve a market in the 
Far East. They must either bring the Chamber to com- 
mon sense and common honesty in this their staple 
article, or they must withdraw from the Chamber, and 
repudiate ell connection with it. If the former of 
these results can be effected, and a satisfactory guarantee 
given for the soundness of the goods sent out by its mem- 
bers, the Manchester Chamber may re-establish itself in the 
confidence of the natives. If, on the other hand, the present 
frauds are permitted to continue, every manufacturer who 
values his reputation or his trade owes it to himself to re- 
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nounce all connection with an institution among whose 
members such practices can find apologists. It is notetn be 
tolerated that the first manufacturing city in Great Britain 
should sanction, through its commercial Board, a system of 
fraud which would cause a horse-coper at Barnet to be put 
under a pump, or a retail grocer to be fined by a church- 
warden. Mr. Spenor’s favourite dogma—“ Caveat emptor ” 
—may be very well up to a certain point ; but that point is 
certainly reached when the “ emptor” has so distinctly en- 
tered his “ caveat,” and will have no more to do with the 
sham commodities pressed upon him in exchange for good 
money. 


















































TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH CHINA. 

THE proposal for a working agreement between the China 
Submarine and the Great Northern Telegraph Companies, 
to which we referred in our last issue, has been carried out. 
A meeting of the shareholders of the firat-named company 
was held on Monday last, when the agreement was submit- 
ted by the directors and unanimously passed. By its pro- 
visions the tariff for messages of twenty words to and from 
China and Japan is fixed at £6, and the proceeds of the 
traffic are to be carried to a joint-purse account, to which 
the China Submarine Company will contribute a sum of 
£2 7s., and the Great Northern Company £4 2s., for each 
message conveyed over their respective lines. When inter- 
ruptions arise the company upon whose line they occur will 
cease to participate in the receipts from the joint-purse ac- 
count until such time as communication is restored. The 
agreement is to remain in force for three years, and will 
come into operation immediately upon the Russian Govern- 
ment intimating its consent to the tariff being fixed at £6. 
These are the main points of the agreement as settled by 
the directors of the companies and accepted by the share- 
holders, with one or two alterations of a merely verbal or 
technical character. It was stated at the meeting that every 
exertion would be made to guard against any interruptions 
in the service, and thus to afford that thoroughly reliable 
communication which is so important to the interests of the 
mercantile community of China, and if it should be found 
necessary a8 8 means towards carrying out this end, a dupli 
cate cable would be laid between Hong Kong and Shanghai. 
It was urged by Captain Serarp Osporn that steps 
should be taken to ensure the speedy completion of the ex- 
tension which will connect the coast ports, Amoy, Foochow, 
&o., with the main line.

The Committee of this Chamber are unable to conceal their con- 
viction that the cause of the deterioration is to be found in a defect 
inherent in the cloth itself, originated in the course of manufactare ; 
and though positive proof cannot at present be adduced, negative evi- 
dence of a very suggestive character is forthcoming which tends to 
show that this defect arises from the use of ‘‘size”’ in undue quantity 
and of a nature deleterious to the fabric. This size, there is reason 
to believe, is employed to work up inferior cotton and to increase the 
weight of the cloth. In this connection the circumstance is signifi- 
cant, though the committee would regret to lay undue stress upon it, 
that, as was the case in 1864-5, the evil has become prominent at a 
time when the value of the manufactured article is unduly low com- 
peared with the cost of cotton. 

The reclamations of exporters have hitherto been principally met 
by the testimony of chemists, whose certificates have been brought 
forward to show that nothing deleterious to cotton textile fabrics has 
been discovered either in the specimens of size produced by the manu- 
facturer, or in the pieces of cotton cloth returned by theexporter. It 
is almost needless to say that the certificates of chemists which 
merely state that the tests applied show in the size they have examined 
no cause for the damage sustained are not satisfactory. There may 
be, and probably are, destructive qualities in the size which elude 
chemical analysis. And though various suggestions as to the cause 
of the evil have from time to time been made by Manchester agents, 
these suggestions have not stood the test of critical examination. 
They have been somewhat to the following effect: The action of 
undue heat in vessels’ holds, and especially in those of iron steamers 
via Suez ; exposure to undue heat or dampness‘during storage abroad ; 
contact with sea or fresh water; inferior packing. The committee, in 
expressing their confident opinion that the origin of the damage is 
not to be traced to any of the foregoing causes, are not unaware that 
mildew may be, and probably is, sometimes stimulated by special 
atmospheric and other conditions which are favourable to its develop- 
ment. But in order to find an efficient remedy for its injurious conse- 
quences the evil must be traced to its source, and the committee are 
prepared to furnish evidence in support of the following propoal- 
tions :— 

Mildew is not the result of damage by salt or fresh water or ox- 
ternal dampness of any kind. It occurs on goods the canvas wrap- 
pings of which are perfectly clean and unstained, the interior tar- 

aulin not having lost its sheen, while the brown paper coverings 
Pav not been affected by dampness and retain their original glogs. 
These conditions are incompatible with the supposition that moisture 
has penetrated from the outside. It does not originate in the 
manner of packing, for goods have been found damaged in the moat 
extensive degree in the best as well asin the most inferior packages. 
It is not due to want of ventilation in the holds of vessels, steam or 
sailing, the damage having been found to occur in goods which 
arrive in the best as well asin the worst ventilated holds, after short 
and long passages round the Cape and via Suez Canal. It is not due 
to length or character of storage in China, for mildew existe in goods 
imported in steamers via Suez, and which have been examined imme- 
diately after arrival. 

The following facts have algo an pe saoerpe bearing upon the solution 
of the question :—The bales badly affected by mildew are generally 
found to be heated internally, sometimes to such an extent that even 
in summer a thermometer placed in the centre of a newly-opened 
package has been found to indicate a rise in temperature of over 10 
degrees of Fahrenheit. In one instance brought to the notice of the 
committee, viz., on the 15th June last, the rise indicated in two 
minutes was from 71 deg. to 884 deg. The inference to be drawn is 
that fermentation was going on. The interior of bales has been often 
found so damp that palpable moisture has exuded from the cloth, the 
exterior wrappings being all the time dry and uninjured. After for- 
mentation has ceased, decomposition to a greater or less extent would 
appear to occur. The cloth, in cases where the injury has been 
small, becomes spotted sometimes with black, at other times with 
yellow, discolouration, but in the worst cases it is made tender and 
rotten, a white powder being frequently removable from the threads. 
I submit that if these facts be authenticated they exclude the suppo- 
sition of the damage being occasioned between the periods when the 
goods have been packed and when they reach the consumer. The 
inquiry into the cause of the evil should therefore be limited to the 
circamstances of manufacture and preparation for packing. 

In urging upon your Chamber the advisability of instituting such an 
inquiry, it is not the intention of this committee to enter into either 
the legal or the moral bearing of the question a3 between the manu- 
facturer, the packer, and the merchant, though it cannot be denied 
that the responsibility for the losses which occur through the dete- 
rioration of the goods after inspection by a skilled agent, and in the 
transportation of which every reasonable precaution has been taken, is 
not one which should properly fall either upon the merchant or the 
consumer. A few general observations, however, upon the results of 
the recent extensive importations of unsound goods will not be out of 
place. The first effect is that large quantities of cloth are forced off 
at reduced and irregular prices, by which means the tone of the market 
is lowered, and the value even of sound goods is depreciated. Bales 
are no longer, as was once the case, accepted unopened on the faith 
of the sample, but the wrappe ~-:have to be cut in order tbat 
the condition of every package may be ascertained. The in- 
convenience, delay, and loss-arising from this practice mnuat be 
too obvious to need to be pointed out. The trouble and waste 
of time entailed by the necessity of minute inspection, the 
frequent resales of rejected parcels, and the uneertainty as to

Owing to an unexpected demand for Java, rice had advanced 
to such a price as to preclude the execution of orders from Europe. 

The Courrier de Saigon of January 5th contains the “ Budget” 
for the present year. M. Piquet, the Minister of the Interior, 
restricts his estimates to the same amount as in 1872—f.14,500,000 
—notwithstanding a falling off of £.733,800 in the revenue de- 
rived from the licensed gaming houses. Following M. Piquet’s 
arrangement, we find the expenses of.the Governor raised from 
f.95,930 to f.111,259. The increase in the administration of the 
interior is f.5,680 ; and that of the Native Secretariat—Personnel 
attache aux affaires indigenes—no less than f.234,071—rising from 
£.2,175,469 last year to f.22,409,544 this year. This increase is ac- 
counted for by the increased number of extra clerks required to 

out ordinances relating to registration, vaccination, &c., ; 
by the increase of the militia, necessitated by the supervision of 
Traon, and the equally imperative necessity of maintaining the 
existing force at its full strength. £47,245 are added on account 
of the Post-office, because the Civil servants of the Treasury re- 
fused to assist in sorting letters on the arrival of the mails, Con- 
siderable increase has also been thought necessary in the Land 
and Forest Departments, and in that of the Public Works. 
Public Instruction is also advanced f.8,082, and Justice f.27,392, 
—the latter in some degree accounted for by the addition of in- 
terpreters. The estimate for the prison is also raised in common 
with the charges for Hospitals, Public Gardens, Printing, and 
many other departments. On the other hand, the completion of 
several public works admits of a reduction of about f.1,000,000, 
subject, however, to some deductions under other heads. 

Phus closes what appears to be a very able financial statement, 
and one in every way promising to the colony, although without 
the prospect of any surplus for engineering or irrigation works. 
But, if M. Piquet’s programme is carried out in its integrity, there 
seems great reason to hope that the progression of the French 
colony will be uninterrupted. 

According to Messrs. W. G. Hale and Co.’s circular, the total 
report of rice from Saigon for the year 1872 was 3,840,676 piculs, 
of which 3,240,808 piculs went to Hong Kong, 174,457 piculs 
came to Singapore, 100,280 piculs went to Malacca, and the rest 
to other China ports, to Manila, Java, and to South America. 








MILDEW IN COTTON GOODS. 

On this subject the Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce 
has addressed the following letter to the Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce :— 

Shanghai, December 17, 1872. 

Sir,—The attention of this Chamber has for some time past been 
specially directed to the wide-spread deterioration by mildew of Cotton 
Piece Goods imported to this conntry from Manchester. In view of 
the heavy losses which have been recently incurred from this cause by 
those concerned in the trade, I offer no apology in bringing to the 
notice of the committee of your body a subject which possesses, in 
addition to a general interest, a direct importance to the manufacturer, 
no less than to the merchant. 

The existence ofan abnormal growth of a substance, resembling 
moald, disfiguring to the appearance and often seriously injuring the 
texture of cotton cloths, principally grey shirtings and T-cloths brought 
to this country, the outer packages of which show no signa whatever of 
contact with salt or fresh water or undue dampness of any kind, has 
been no recent discovery. The evil, however, was seldom heard of 
antil after the outbreak of the America civil war, when it became very 

revalent, concurrently with a more free use of East Indian staple in 
cashire and an increasing and unfavourable disproportion be- 
tween the cost of the raw material and the price to be obtained for the 
cloth. Losses in 1864-5 from this cause were very large. The cloth 
was not only found to be discoloured with black and yellow 
spots, but in many cases its texture had become rotten, the inju 
being principally apparent at the folded edges of the pieces, thoug’ 
it was by no means confined to the external folds. Reclamations, 
for the most part unsuccessful, were at that time made upon the 
mannfacturer through the buying or packing agente, and owing 
either -o the general attention which was directed to the question, 
or more probably to the altered conditions of the trade itself, 
damage by mildew, though not altogether unknown, became subse- 
quently less notorious until within the last two years, when it has pre- 
sented itself ina still more aggravated form. Towards the end of 
1871, parcel after parcel of grey shirtings, principally, if not wholl-, 
consisting of second and lower qualities, were rejected by the Chinese 
buyers, as “spotted ;” and during the year now lapsing the evil has 
become so general that in September last it was estimated that 75 per 
cent. of the entire stock of grey shirtings and T-cloths in this place 
were unmerchantable as sound goods. The trade, in fact, was com- 
pletely disorganised. Sales by auction without reserve, or by private 
contract with all faults at heavy reductions from the market price, 
were of daily occurrence, and were rendered necessary by the rapid 
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the completion of any sale until full examination of the contents 
of packages has been made; all represent a positive burden on the 
trade, The destruction of the packages, moreover, is a loss to the 
native merchant, who can never again pack his goods so securely for 
inland transport. And more important, perhaps, than all is the fact 
that the confidence of native dealera and merchants in foreign goods 
is shaken ; for they are no longer secure of carrying their purchases 
to the end of along journey in a merchantable condition. Such 
general want of faith in the soundness of foreign cotton goods must 
tend to render them unpopular among the Chinese. And considering 
that foreign imports, though cheaper, have great difficulty, even under 
favourable circumstances, in competing with the more durable native 
peneeentete the trade is not in a position to bear any additional 
arden. 

Although, therefore, the first losses from mildew fall upon the im- 
porting merchant, while the manufacturer appears to eacape alto- 
gether, yet such an unequal and unfair distribution of the responsi- 
bility cannot continue, if for no better reason than that the magnitude 
of the losses will soon put it beyond the power of merchants to bear 
them, were they ever so willing. But it requires no argument to 
show that the state of things now complained of muat materially 
diminish the trade in cotton goods, or, what amounts to the same 
thing, check its natural increase, a result which must be of equal im- 
portance to the interests which your Chamber represents as to those of 
the China merchants. The Committee do not hesitate to claim your 
prompt and active co-operation ina strict and satisfactory investiga- 
tion into the causes of mildew, as well as into the most efficacious 
means of providing a remedy for a erying evil, affecting not only the 
interests of the most important branch of British industry, but algo 
the honour and reputation of British commerce.—lI have, &c.,

Monetary and Commercial, 





The report of the Merchants’ Marine Insurance Company, 
Limited, states that the balance at credit of the underwriting ac- 
count for the seven months ending December 31, 1871, is 
£4,061 7s. 11d. The net amount of premiums received in 1872 
has been £85,755 2s. 5d., and claims paid £50,293 93. 10d. The 
total amount insured has been £6,455,292, of which £4,856,105 
(being 75 per cent.) had run off at 31st December. A sum of 
£2,500 was paid to the shareholders on Ist July last, and the di- 
rectors now recommend a similar payment, by way of interest, 
being at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum for six months ending 
31st December, 1872. 

We understand that Mr. G. Pietsch, at present manager of the 
German Bank of London, has been appointed manager of the 
proposed branch of the Deutsche Bank of Berlin. Offices have 
been taken at 50, Old Broad-street, and will probably be opened 
on the Ist prox. 

Creditors of the Commercial Bank Corporation of India and 
the East are required to forward particulars of theirclaims to 
Mr. W. H. Holyland, the official liquidator, by the 20th June, the 
2nd July being appointed for adjudicating upon them. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Drakeford Brothers, 
one of the firms which lately failed in the silk trade, held on the 
11th inst., a resolution was passed to wind up the estate under 
liquidation by arrangement, and Mr. William Westcott, of the firm 
of Bagshaw, Westcott and Johnson, was appointed trustee, with 
a committee of inspection. The statement of affairs showed the 
unsecured liabilities to be £51,812 8s. 9d., and the assets 
£20,778 16s. 5d. The fully secured liabilities amount to 
£237,956 14s. 1d., and the securities to £239,510 19s, 6d. The 
partly secured liabilities amount to £144,691 163. 11d., and the 
securities to £136,913 4s. 5d. 

Ata meeting of the creditors of Mr. Louis Davaze, lately en- 
gaged in the silk trade (trading under the firm of Heitz and 
Devéze), held yesterday, a resolution was passed to wind up the 
estate under liquidation, and Mr. William Westcott, of the firm 
of Bagshaw, Westcott, and Johnson, was appointed trustee, with 
a committee of inspection. A further resolution was passed to 
give the debtor his immediate discharge. The statement of affairs 
submitted showed the unsecured liabilities to be £31,687 0s. 3d. 
and the assets £17,481 lls. 1ld. The fully seeured liabilities 
amount to £109,593 0s. 6d., and the securities to £117,399. The 
partly secured liabilites are £164,051 19s. 3d, and the securities, 
£157,607 193. 4d. 

The Colombo Gas and Water Company, Limited, invite appli- 
cations for debentures having three, five, or seven years to run, 
and bearing 7 per cent. interest. The Company’s works are al- 
ready in operation. 

The loss of the clipper Serica, belonging to Mr Findlay, is 
reported to have taken place on theffParacels, on the voyag

from Hong Kong and Canton to Buenos Ayres, with a cargo of tea, 
silk, piece goods, matting and sundries, valued at £60,000. Mne 
local offices in China are the chief sufferers by this loss. The 
vessel was one of the celebrated tea clippers, commanded by 
Captain Innes, and her loss now reduces these vessels to a very 
small number. She was only partially insured. 

The Shanghai Branch of the Borneo Company was closed on 
the 3lst December.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

Tho Board of Trade returns for January show that the exports 
of British and Irish produce in the month were valued at 
£29,298,547, as compared with £18,879,980 in the corresponding 
meath of 1872—an increase of £1,418,567, or 7$ per cent. But 
the imports of the month have diminished, the amount being 
£27,397,673, against £30,590,791 in the corresponding month of 
1872—a diminution of £3,193,118, or 104 per cent. The diminu- 
tion appears to be pretty equally distributed over the various 
leading articles of import. The increase of the exports is to 
some extent an increase of quantity as well as value. The quan- 
tities of iron and steel have increased from 200,095 tons in Jan- 
uary, 1872, to 222,231 tons in January, 1873; Linen Yarn from 
2,769,249 lbs. to 3,151,037 lbs. ; jute manufactures from 6,428,240 
yards to 7,777,794 yards ; and woollen cloth from 3,265,628 yards 
to 3,446,471 yards ; but cotton piece goods have diminished from 
295,821,810 yards to 275,523,328 yards; linen piece goods, from 
22,179,902 yards to 18,737,545 yards; and worsted stuffs, from 
31,314,844 yards to 29,542,921 yards. There is also a great dis- 
crepancy between quantity and value in the case of coal, the 
quantity exported having fallen from 842,328 tons to 799,227 
tons, a fall of 5 per cent., while the value has risen from £469,628 
to ££34,598, or about 80 per cent. The avcrage price of coal ex- 
ported in January was rather over 20s. per ton.

Tue P. anv O. Sreamer ‘ Matwa.”’—Thia last addition to the 
Company's fleet left the West India Docks on the 12th for Calcutta, 
via Scez Canal, under the command of Captain Hyde. The Malwa 
was built and engined by Mesara. Uaird and Co., of Greenock, and is 
in all respects a magnificent ship. Her tonnage is 3,000, length 370 
feet, beam 89, depth 31 feet. The first-class passengers’ accommoda 
tion is 180, and 50 second. The baths are more numerous and 
luxurious than ever. The ventilation of the whole ship has been 
carefully considered, and along the whole of the passenger or 
main deck there are large square side ports, having an opening 
scuttle in the centre of each; a glazed sliding sash is fitted inside the 
cabin, so that it may be slid over the port-hole ao as to exclude rain, 
or regulate admission of air. The cabin bulkheads are so formed that 
currents of air may pon throagh them. Throughout the ahip is fitted 
@ perfect system of steam fire-annihilating pipes, with valves care- 
fully marked with full reference to the spaces to which these pipes 
lead, so as to prevent confusion in the event of use. The cargo gear is 
so arranged that the goods are lifted, swung to the hatch and lowered 
by one lift only, thereby preventing much damage to cargo. The 
holds and hatches are also equally well planned. The engines are of 
the compound type, with service condensation, and are fitted with the 
most recent improvements. They worked very satisfactorily during 
the ran round from the Clyde to the Thames, being handled with 

t ease. The nominal horse-power is 450, and the effective power 

will be about 2,200. The cylinders, being of the compound arrange~ 
ment, vary in diameter, the smaller, or high-pressure cylinder, being 
50 inches in diameter, the large, or low pressure, 86 inch, and 4ft. 
6in. stroke. 

Carr. Hunt, who was for some time chief officer of the clipper ship 
Weymouth, one of Messrs. Temperley's line, has been appointed to 
succeed Capt. Gibson, who leaves, we believe, to join a steamer.
